FPN S Preliminary Articles of Peace had 
AGS Ni been fettled between France and us 
fs pending the Sitting of both Houfes 
of Parliament, it was expeéted thofe 
a i, Preliminaries would have been laid 








i, before them for their Advice and 
as Approbation before they had been 
ratify’d ; fo that the Reprefentatives 
of the People might, on their Recefs, have fomething to 
communicate to their Conftituents for their Satisfaction, 
after they had contributed fo many Millions upon Millions 
fo chearfully for carrying on a long, languid, and fuccefs- 
lefs War on the Continent; But it feems the Two Bzoders, 
by being fuftered to become too formidable for the T*ne, 
think themfelves fo well eftablithed in their Height, that 
they have no further Occafion for the Ladder by which 
they mounted into it; and fo, as they have overpower'd 
the one, they now fpurn at the other, refolved, as it were, 
to ftand upon their own narrow Bottom, as to the Honour 
or the Odium that may attend the next general Peace. 
The artful Richard, Duke of Gloucefter, having, in his 
Way to Tyranny, found it neceflary to praGtife with and 
fecure the corrupt and ambitious Buckingham, became by 
him enabled to pofiefs himfelf, firft of the Perfon, then the 
Power, and afterwards of the I’hrone, of his Royal Matter ; 
and fo, confequently, of an Opportunity to treat the Man 
that raifed him, with the Indignity and Contempt he well 
deferved, for difingenuoufly betraying the Confidence which 
the People had been drawn in, by his Popularity, to place 
in him ; for the Commons had then but very little Power 
of their own. When the Peers became lefs formidable to 
the Crown, and the Ladder of Ambition and Power be- 
came vefted in more numerous Hands, ’tis faid, that a Game, 
not unlike this, was play’d in a fucceeding Reign bya 
Coalition of fa€tious Perfons, without the Abilities of Ri- 
chard, in Conjunétion with a Majority in a-certain Place to 
enable the firft to ufurp on the Prerogative of their S*** ; 
and that they were no fooner eftablifhed in Power, than that, 
like Richard, they kicked the corrupt Majority, like Buck- 
ingbam, out of Doors; and as Richard fought a new Mi- 
nifter whom he could face without the Bluth of Obligation, 
fo the Ufurpers of S***n Power fince, beat about for a 
new Set of Creatures, who could not ftigmatize them with 
having been their Creators. In fhort, between the Hurry 
of Surprize and the Force of Corruption, they packed up 
a Jury upon the Nation ready to bring in whatever Verdi 
they pleafed. But this is a long, long while ago, in fome 
former Reign, far diftant from us, — when the Throne was 
much abufed, the Miniftry grown arrogant in Ignorance, 
and the Majority of the Reprefentatives of the People, cor- 
tupt in the Face of the Sun! Thank Heaven, for the happy 
Change of Times, Circumftances and Government, we en- 
joy at prefent under the moft au/picious Adminiftration of the 
Bpoders and their coasizing Friends. 

But as a Majority of the prefent Reprefentatives of the 
People, have acquitted themfelves fo docibly tradable in every 
Virtuous Propofition which has been made to them by the 
Coalition for the Good of the Nation, I can’t fee that there 
was any Danger to be apprehended from confulting them

feemed to be exceedingly well difpofed to be quiet, ea/y, and

If the Coalition keep Company with their Writers, I doubt 
they can’t expect to be known for any thing very extra- 
ordinary ; or, vice verfa, if the Writers affociate with their 
faid Patrons, they have but very little Honour to boaft of, 
excepting now and then free Liberty of Jngre/i, Regre/i, 
and Egre/s, into, from, and out of the Exchequer. A late 
Remarker upon the Conduct of the Britifh Miniftry, &c. find- 
ing his Pamphlet lay defolate in his Publifher’s Shop, unread 
and untouch’d, retails out fome very fpecial Specimens of 
it’s Excellency in one of our daily Papers, to keep up the 
finking Credit of the Coalition. Says this fagacious Rea- 
foner,.for the Glory of his Patrons, To refWiolence to the 
utmoft, the? without Efe, is a Mark of true Courage and 
of a Mind that is really great. This may be very well faid, 
as to the Nation in general ; but for Particulars to fuffer Vio- 
lence to prevail by Mifmanagement and Mifapplication, 
when their Hands were fufficiently ftrengthened to con- 
quer, is cowardly and bafe. 

, But continues our minifterial Panegyrift, ‘* ‘There has 
been fomething more done than this: Superior Force has 
been not only refifted, but baffled, and, after a bloody 
War of many Years, the Liberties of Europe are ftill fafe. 
France and Spain have no Conqueft to boaft of in Jal or in 
Germany; and the fole Theatre of the Viétories of the for-

If, without thefe 
new Allies, we could ftem the Power of France, furely it 
can’t be denied, that, in Conjunction with them, we might 
not only repell them, but conquer in our Turn. ——Cape 
Breton had then been ours, and our Acquifitions in Queen 








Anne's War been quite out of Difpute. { fee nothing that 
can be imputed to the Coalition towards baffling the Power 





of France : That the French and Spaniards have no Conquetts 
to boaft of in Jra/y is falle, but that they have been {o well 
repulfed, and made no greater Progrefs there, is owing 
chicfly to the Valour and Conduét of the King of Sardinia: 
That the Enemy has been fuccefslefs in, nay, beaten out 
of Germany, is an Honour wholly due to the 4u/frian Arms. 
We have had no Share in either the German or the /talian 
War, excepting in the Lofs of Genoa; by adviting, nay 
peremptorily infitting on, that premature and ill-concerted 
Invafion into Provence, a dry barren Country, where an 
Army can’t fubfift, nor is worth the Conquering, if we 
except Toulon, ‘This unfoldierly, puerile interpofing be- 
tween our Allies and Succefs, gave the Genoe/e an Oppor- 
tunity to expel their Conquerors and regain their Capital, 
not in a Fit of Defpair, as our Author infinuates, but upon 
the moft judicious Foundation that could poflibly have oc- 
curred to an impatient People. It was a practicable Op- 
portunity, tempting them into Aftion, which, if omitted, 
however perfidious it may feem, or really be, wovld have 
branded them with the Imputation of eternal Cowardice ; 
efpecially, when the Protection of France and Spain, not 
only opened to their View, but invited thei to be free. 
A People, lefs faithlefs than the Gense/a are reputed to be, 
would not have ballanced a Moment on fuch an Occafion.
